Crop Weather Balletin Noa. 25.
Oregon State Weather Bureau in co-opera-
tion with U. 8. Signal Service, central affice,

Portland, Oregon. For week ending Aug.

£5, 185%:

The temperature for the past week has
been about or slightly below the normal,
rangi®r from 40 to 20 degrees with the
mean about 66 degrees. Showers of rwn
fell in the Willamette valley and along the
coast on Sunday and Monday. Ia the
southern part of Benton county the rainfall
was very heavy on Sunday, accompanied by
hail. In Liun county, pear Albany, hail
abont the size of a pea fell. There is no
repert of any rzin in any other part of the
state during the week. The showers were
beneiicial to the grasses and late garden
products. Little, if any, damuge was done
to the sacked wheat or wheat stacks in the
ficlds. The atmesphere was considerably
cleared of smoke |-_‘,,' the showers nod 'th'_v
bad n tendeney to dampen the forest fires

The sunshice was aboot vormaul; the morn-

ings in Western Oregon being ciondy or
foggy for a few houre; in Eastern Oregon
generally a cloudless sky prevailed.

The wheat harvest 1s about fimshed in all
sections of Lhe state and reports continue to
be received “*wheat is turning oul bLetter
than was expected.” The largest yicid per
acre is report from Hubbard, Marion
connty, where G815 Lushels per acre woere
obtained; G0 bushels per seore in Linn coun-
ty, and mear Weston, Umntila county,
These are the highest anthentic yields so
far reported. The Regue River valiey has
a much larger yicld than was expected.
The Umpgua valley witl export more wheat
tius year than last. The whole Willamette
valley will have more wheat to export than
last year, the same for the Grande Ronde,
Indian avd other valleys of Murion county.
T'he wheat in these sevtions 18 of good qual-
ity, averaged sized grain and nlump. Mor-
row vouuty will export more wheat than
ever before, though in quality slightly
poorer, The increased acreage was very
great there,  Wasco, Sherman and Gilliam
countiea will bave n greatly reduced vield
and of very poor guality, though even here
there are exceptions. Umatilia county has
in places good yields, in others very poor.
Sume elaim for this county that there will
not be over one-fourth the usnal nmount of
good milling wheat. Tuture figures alone
can determine that. Sume ficlds were not
worth cutting for even hay; some yielded
cight bushels per acre, but most fields aver-
aged more. The total number of bushels
of wheat produced this year in Umatilla
county will most likely surprice those who
have been predicting such a wonderfully
sliort erop.

The price of wheat is gradually rising,
but little is being scld.  Sixty cents n
Iastern Oregon (at Pendleton) and €5 cents
in the Willamette valley are at present the |
maximum prices offered by boyers for Al
wheat.
The present outlook for the hop crop
places 1t about 80 per cent.of an average
erop, but better m quahty.
The fruit crop continues to yield enor-
mously. Peaches, pears, pruncs, etc., are
very plentifal,
The hay crop is generally short in  East-
ern and extreme Southern Oregon. Good
crops were had 1o the \Willamette and Ump-
qua valleys, and along the coast.
The rivers are falling rapidly—water is
becoming rearce in Eastern Oregon, even
the Snake riyer indicates a failure.

An lafraection of Law.
Astorian,
The Astorian notices in three prominent
state exchanges the advertisement of the
Louisiana lottery. The adyertising agent
hus repeatedly sent the ds#torian the adver-
tizement which has been repeatedly de-
ined, for no other reason than the tollow-
ing® .
Section 1883 Oregon statutes: *'If any
person shall advertise any lottery ticket or
share in such ticket, or any writing, token,
or other device as is mentioned in section
1850 (659) for sale, either by himeelf or an-
other, or shall in any way iuyit: or entice,
or attempt to invite or entice another to
purchase or receive the same, or shall set
up or exhibit any sign, symbeol, or emblem-
atic or other representation .of a lottery,
where such ticket, shure, thereof, writing,
token, or other deyice can be purchased or
obtained, such person, vpon conviction
thereof, shall be punished by imprisonment
in the county jail not less than one month
nor more than six months, or by fine not
less thao twenty dollars nor more than two
bundred dollars.”
Thia is the law and it should be observed.
The Jaw doeso’t prevent people from buy-
ing the tickete; nearly a thousand dollars a
month is spent in Astoria alone for tickets
in the Lomsana lottery, hut it does forbid
newspapers advertising the lottery and our
contemporaries should observe it.
The Astorian nsually has enough to do to
mind its own business without minding
now 1ts estecmed contemporaries manasge
their affairs, but this thing is getting a
Little tiresome. The adyt. pays big, it is
the best paying asdvertiscment going, and
the entire state press should observe the
law, and those viclating it should be pun-
ished, or else the law ehould be repealed.
That's business.

Will Duncan's Murderer,
Union Republican.

Evrror Tiwes-MovsTarssen:

Please allow me space in your valuable
paper to state a few facts s regnrds the
yield of wheat and borley in this part of
Sherman county. I noticed an item in the
Ulgerver of the 10th stating that the wheat
huarvest still continues and large quantities
are being delivered to thie warehouss, also
says the market has an upward tendency
and little wheat is being sold, and also says
outs and barley is yiclding well, bat rather
light in  weight, and he further states ina
recent issue that Sherman county is able to
take care of itself. There is no use fora
wan to publish such stulf when figures show
that the average yield will only be about 2}
bushels of wheat per acre and Larley only
abeut | eack per acrsand wheat und bariy
is very lizht and is not fit for market and
hardly for seed,

There is about § of the acrage of this
connty that will not be thrished at all,
Some of the farmers are cating the little
sliort stull for cow feed; some of them get
one ton of that stufl to every four acres. The
farmers are trying to get something to keep
their stock from starving this winter. They
for a hard, cold wioter on stock and
are trying to prepare for it. I think if the
editor wounld go out in the county and try
to colleet a few bills he would pever attempt
to write another piece as he did on his issue
of Aug. Oth.

I will give you the names of some of
our best farmers who live in the beat part
of Sherman county and who sowed their
grain Inst fall and on the very best ground
in  the best condition (summier fallow
gronnd):

Thomas Farrs, 00 acres wheat, threshed
200 sacks; George Meader, 40 acres wheat,
threshed 78 sacks; H. S, McDaniel, 50 acres
wheat, threshed 150 sacks; Caplain Moore,
S0 aeres wheat, threshed 170 sacka; H. 8.
MeDaniel, 20 acres barley, threshed 25
sacks; John Moury, 25 acres barley,
thireshed 40 sacks; John Moores' wheat will
average about 63 or 7 bushels per nere.
The above fnrmers have us good wheat as
there is in Sherman county. There is two
threshing machiies in this part of the coun-
ty and they oaly 1nnabout 7 or 8 days.
We dou't write this to cast reflection on
Sherman county or the Ubsereer; all we
want is to get the truth before the people
who are making ingnries about this county
and thinking of cowing here. There is a
number of our farmers who sowed a great
deal of spring grain and nove of it will ba
cut as it s just burned dowa to the ground.
Some of the farmers will be able to pull
threugh but a great many will have to seek
employment elsowhere.  Old settlers say it
1s the first failure siuce the settlement of
the county, and we hope it will be the last
one, There is not a man iy the southern
part of this county who will cut or thresh
one bushel. 1 dou’t kuow what a great
many of them will do for seed.  They haye
wot nothing to buy with—some of them have
somu stock bub there is notbing to buy it
with.  Wheat being their only crop that
they deyend upon. I think the situation is
wurse than Johnstown, because those that
did survive the flood conld get work and
